Mr. J. Blackburn, deputy principal 
at Altona North High School said yes-

His school has three staff ap- 
pointees for 14 vacancies advertised.’ 

Most of the 11 teachers who will 

be sent to Altona North to fill the. 
remaining vacancies will be gradu- 
ates just out of training.

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Epidemic of alcohol 
says social worker 


The western suburbs are facing an epidemic of alcohol ‘abuse, ac- 
cording to a alcohol and drug dependence worker. =. - 
f money. shortages which §- 


Spokeswoman for ‘the 
Western Region Working 
Group on Alcohol and 
Drug Dependence, Mrs. 
Diana Sonenberg, said the 
epidemic was nation wide. 

She said the group 
would meet Government 
zepresentatives this week 
to outline proposed ser- 
vices for the western re- 

‘ion: 

“Here in the west the 
situation is made worse 
by the fact that services 
for the aicohoi depend- 
ent person are non-exis- 
tent,” she said. 

Mrs. Sonenberg said 
health and welfare work- 
ers were finding the situa- 
tion increasingly difficult 
to cope with, 


‘She said: “In addition to 
a_ growing demand being 
placed on public hospitals 
due to motor accidents, 
more and more families 
are being disrupted by the 
effects of alcchal abuse. 

“Welfare and soci 
workers are irying to keep 
up with rising numbers of 
cases of family poverty, 
child neglect and violence 
that are alcohol related.” 


Breath tests 


She said the extent, of 
the problem could only be 
estimated because there 
weren’t enough funds for 
adequate research. 

However, she said re- 
cent on-the-spot random 
breath tests showed that 
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two per cent. of those 
tested had biood alcohol 
levels over .05 per cent.

Senior - Detective 
Peter Gibbons of Wil- 
liamstown CIB, said 
he considered offen- 
ces _alleged to have 
been committed by 
the man were an iso- 
lated case. 

+ The man, aged 21, and 
his father were living in a 
boarding house’ after a 
marital dispute, Sen.-Det, 
Gibbons said. ° 

He had been co-oper- 
ative and truthful with 
the police. 

The man was charged 
with loitering in Maribyr- 
nong Street, Footscray, 
on October 11 with intent 
to commit a felony; tam- 
pering with a car and 
Stealing an overnight bag 
and its contents, worth 
$10, from a car. 

He pleaded not guilty 
to the loitering charge 
and guilty to the other 
two. Police then with- 
drew the loitering charge. 

Sen.-Det. Gibbons said 
he was on patrol in the 
Footscray area about 
12.45 a.m. on November 
11 when he saw the man 
standing near the driving- 
side front door of a park- 
ed station sedan..
